Brents was informed that a man 
who had been selling liquor to the 
Ll <1 fans was being shadowed around 
the Union station, but that the offi­ 
cers were unable to catch their man 
at his game, .because they were known 
to him. Brent* accordingly sauntered 
around the station about train time 
and caught Kuhhnan. After lodging 
him in the county jail he filed an in­ 
formation charging him with selling 
liquor to an 'Indian. 
In the jail Kuhlman declared he 
was Innocent, saying that he was an 
honest man and hqd )>een working 
in Cole** addition
